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REPORT or DIRECTOR or MUSIC anp DRAWING. 


The basic purpcse of drawing in common schools 1s 
to increase the power of observation and develop self ex- 
pression through the hand. Drawing is therefore useful 
to all children and does not benefit those only who have 
artistic ability. 

The course covers an intelligent and accurate use of 
pencil, ruler and compass ; the careful study of flowers 
found about the schools and the copying of them with 
pencil, crayon and water colors ; the study of the painci- 
ples of designs and the application to the making of book 
covers, programs, etc.; the designing and cutting a sten- 
cil; free hand paper cutting to illustrate stories. The 
study of the effect of distance and the drawing of solids 
was begun in the winter term. 

As the pupils became more careful in observation and 
more skillful in the use of their tools they grow more 
critical of their own work and show a greater improve- 
ment. 

An exhibit of the drawing was sent to the Conven- 
tion of the State ‘Teacher's Association at Concord last fall 
where it received favorable comment. The work of the 
pupils week by week is hung in their school rooms and 
may be seen at any time by visitors. 

The musie course includes written work and some 
technical study of music and time as well as singing. In 
all the schools some two part singing is taken and in two 
rooms three part singing is begun. Special sougs were 
prepared for Memorial Day and Christmas.

In both musie and drawing the pupils have shown 
interest and enthusiasm which in connection with the con- 


scientious work of the teachers have produced excellent 
results.

To the Trustees of McGaw Normal Institute. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my second annual report. 


The number of pupils enrolled this year is thirty-four, 





an increase of eight over last year. By classes these 
are distributed as follows: First year pupils 12; Seconc 
year, 8; Third year, 12; Fourth year, 1; Special, 1. Of 
this number 22 are resider.ts of Merrimack. As there is 
but one pupil in the present Senior class, there should be 
a substantial gain in numbers next year. 

The attendance has been on the whole regular, but 
there are a few pupils whose attendance has been very 
irregular. The work of the latter has suffered accordingly 
and in some instances promotion is doubtful. In the case 
of pupils of the high school age the matter of regularity 
of attendance is in the hands of the parents and not of the 
truant officer. 

{ wish to emphasize here what I said one year ago 
regarding the necessity of home study. Enough work is 
assigned to require considerable work at home on the part 
of every pupil, if he is to maintain satisfactory standing 
in the school. The amount of time required to be spent 
in home study will vary with the pupil. An exceptional- 
ly quick student may be able todo in one hour what a 
slower ove would require at least two hours to complete.

Iam convinced that, in most cases, not enough time is 
devoted to this work. Obviously, the teacher cannot go 
into the home and see that the work is done. Enforce- 
ment of home study must rest upon the parents. And 
the parents should realize that failure on the part of the 
pupil to do this work at home will surely result in inferior 
standing in the school and possible, if not probable, fail- 
ure to secure promotion. Regularity in attendance and 
systematic home study are essential to successful high 
school work. 

The fact is well recognized today that the secondary 
school, in addition to courses of general culture and pre- 
paration for college, should offer courses bearing directly 
upon the industrial life of the community in which the 
school is located. To this end city schools are introduc- 
ing at considerable cost, commercial courses and courses 
in industrial training,—especially along the line of manual 
arts. 

These courses offered by the city scheol are not 
adapted to the needs of the country town, as they tend to 
educate the pupil for an employment which will take him 
away from the country community. However, the country 
school should offer something in the way of industria] 
training. Iam strongly of the opinion that every second- 
ary school situated in a rural community should offer a 
course in agriculture and, if possible, in domestic science. 
These courses educate the pupil for a country life. ‘That 
there is an opportunity for a successful career for the 
young man upon the farm today is the sincere belief of 
every thoughtful educator in our state.
